The President retained the full ex- 
ercise of his faculties until placed on 
the operating table and subjected te 
an anesthetic. Upon the first examifa- 
tion it was escertained that one bullet 
had taken effect in the right breast, 
just below the nipple, causing a com- 
paratively harmiess wound. 

The other took effect in the abdomen, 
about four inches below the left nip- 
ple, four inches to the left of the navel 
and about on a level with it. Upon 
arrival at the Exposition Hesapita! the 
second bullet was probed for. The walis 
of the abdomen were opened, but the 
bell waa not located. The incision was 
hastily closed, and after a hasty con- 
eultation it was decided to remove the 
patient to the home of President Mil- 
burn. This wes done, the automobile 


ambulance being used for the pur- 


pose. 

AT THE MILBURN RESIDENCE. | 

Arriving at the Milburn residence, all 
persons save the medical attendants, 
nurses, and the officiais immediately 
concerned were excluded, and the task 
of probing for the bullet which had 
lodged in the abdomen was begun by 
Dr. Roswell Parke. 

At 8:30 o'clock the representative of 
the Associated Press was admitted to 
the Milburn mansion, where Secretary 
Cortelyou gave him the official bulletin 
prepared by the physicians. The sec- 
retary sald that a telegraph office 
would be established et once in the 
Milburn residence and bulletins giving 
the public the fullest information poa- 
sible would be issued at short inter- 
vals.

Arthur kept his nerve to the iast, and 
walked to the gallows without a sign 
of weakness. The drop fell at 10:18 
o'clock, and McArthur was pronounced 
dead seven minutes later.” 

The crime for which James Fleming 
this morning suffered the death penalty 
is one of t most remarkable in the 
history of criminology, involving «a 
most revolting and diabolical conspir- 
acy. On August 8, 1899, E ne Culll- 
nane, an aged resident of Washington 
Guich, a remote settlement in Powell 
county, was found murdered. For th 
crime Clinton Dotson, Charies Oliver 
Benson and Ellis Persinger were tried 
and convicted. m was sentenced 
to life imprisonment, and Benson, who 
made a partial confession, and Per- 
singer were sentenced to ten rs.
